Hearings Aug. 10th on Proposed 
Township—City Annexation 


Public hearings have 
been set on Annexation 
proposals involving sec- 
tions 8 and 17 of Grayling 
Township to the city of 
Grayling, both of them set 
for August 10th at 1:30 
and 2:00 p.m. respectively. 

The public hearings are 
being held to comply with 
Section 8 of Public Act 191 
of 1968, as amended, the 
Boundary Commission 


Act, and Section 9(2) of 
Public Act 219 of 1970, the 
Annexation Act, which 
specify that the Commis- 
sion must hold a public 
hearing ‘on annexation 
petitions not less than 60 
nor more than 220 days 
from the date of filing. 

A copy of the map and 
legal description of the 
area proposed to be an- 
nexed may be obtained 


from the Commission. The 
1:30 p.m. hearing will be 
held in the Basement 
Meeting Room, Crawford 
County Building, 
Grayling, Michigan, 
followed by the 2:00 p.m. 
session. 

The public hearings -will 
give the residents of 
Grayling Township and the 
City of Grayling an oppor- 
tunity to contribute infor- 


mation and testimony on 
the proposed annexation 
and the 18 criteria shown 
below. The Commission 
also welcomes any infor- 
mation from interested 
parties regarding the en- 
vironmental impact of this 
annexation on the 
surrounding area. 

The Boundary Com- 
mission will not reach any 
conclusions or make any 


determination until after _ 
the August 10,1979 public .

Fatality on M-72 West 


-Hit-Run Driver 


Turns Himself In.

A hit-run fatality accident occuring 
early last Thursday morning resulted in 
the arrest of the driver of the vehicle in- 
volved. His identity has not been revealed 
pending his arraignment in 83rd District 
Court which has been set for next 


Tuesday, July 10th. 


The victim of the incident, identified as 
Jack Clinton Stevens, 34, Kalkaska, was 
apparently walking west on M-72 near 
Howes Lake Rd. when he was fatally 
struck by a vehicle which fled the scene. 

A passerby found the victim’s body 


lying on the roadway and notified the 


Crawford County Sheriff’s Dept. The call 
came in shortly after 1:00 a.m. the night 
uf the accident. The victim was pronoun- 
ced dead at the scene. 

According to Undersheriff Joe White, 
the driver of the car turned himself in at 


the Sheriff’s Dept. Thursday afternoon. 
Investigators discovered parts of the 


vehicle involved scattered along the scene 
of the accident which they were able to 
identify as belonging to a 1973 Pontiac 
Grand Prix. The search for the car was 
underway when the driver turned himself 
in at the Sheriff's Dept.
